Burglars,  Vandals 
victimize  Main  Campus 


Campus  Police  and  the  Illinois  Slate 
Police  are  investigating  a break-in  on  the 
Main  Campus. 

Joliet  Junior  College  was  the  victim  of 
burglars  and  vandals  sometime  in  the  early 
morning  of  Monday . March  2.  The  thieves 
stole  computers  and  other  equipment,  and 
caused  property  damage  in  several  areas  of 
the  Main  Campus. 

College  officials  are  surveying  the 
physical  damage  and  stolen  items  to 
compile  a complete  list,  which  is  expected 
to  total  several  thousand  dollars. 

The  break-in  was  discovered  at  about  3 
a.m . on  Monday  by  a campus  police  officer 
on  routine  patrol. 

Campus  Police  believe  the  thieves 
forced  their  way  into  a locked  campus 
building  and  then  broke  into  and  vandalized 
the  bookstore.  Several  display  cases  were 
broken.  Calculators,  clothing  and  stuffed 
animals  were  stolen  from  the  bookstore. 

On  the  second  floor  of  J-Building, 
several  offices  were  broken  into  and 


vandalized.  Personal  computers  and 
scanners  were  stolen. 

The  main-frame  computer  in  data 
processing  was  vandalized  and  several 
personal  computer  monitors  in  that  area 
were  smashed.  No  permanent  records  are 
believed  to  be  damaged.  Main-frame  data 
such  as  student  and  employee  records,  is 
backed  up  regularly. 

T wo  offices  were  also  broken  into  on  the 
fourth  floor  of  J-Building. 

The  perpetrators  smashed  an  electronics 
display  case  on  the  Bridge.  Break-ins,  thefts 
and  vandalism  were  also  discovered  in  the 
Office  of  Student  Services  and  Activities 
Affairs,  as  well  as  an  office  area  in  E-Building. 

One  college  vehicle  parked  outside  of  J- 
Building  was  also  vandalized. 

Campus  Police  will  seek  the  assistance 
of  Crimestoppcrs  to  offer  a reward  for 
information  about  the  crimes. 

A Joliet  school  was  also  vandalized  the 
same  night,  but  police  authorities  do  not 
know  if  the  crimes  are  in  any  way  related.

Tuition  increase  for  next  fall 

Faced  with  declining  revenues,  the  Joliet  Junior  College  Board  of  Trustees  recently 
approved  a tuition  increase  of  two  dollars  per  credit  hour  to  take  effect  for  the  fall  semester 
Tuition  at  JJC  will  rise  to  S3 1 from  the  current  S29.  Even  with  the  increase.  JJC's  tuition 
will  remain  below  the  projected  statewide  average  of  S32.45  for  the  fall  semester,  according 
to  a survey  of  community  colleges. 

Declining  revenues  from  the  stale  and  property  taxes  prompted  the  tuition  hike.  The  state 

apportionment  paid  to  JJC.  which  is  25  percent  of  the  revenue  it  receives,  decreased  this  year 

by  almost  S283.000. 

Property  taxes,  which  account  for  45  percent  of  the  college's  revenue,  are  limited  by  the 
newly  enacted  property  tax  cap.  The  cap  is  five  percent  or  the  rate  of  inflation,  whichever 
is  lower.  The  inflation  rale  was  3. 1 percent  during  1991.  College  officials  except  only  a 4 
percent  increase  in  property  tax  revenue  based  on  the  inflation  rate  and  taxes  from  new 
property,  which  is  exempt  from  the  cap. 

Based  on  a financial  forecast  prepared  by  the  college's  business  office.  JJC  can  expect 
to  raise  tuition  another  two  dollars  for  the  fall  semester  1993.  and  fair  dollars  in  the  fall  of 
1994.  Those  tuition  hikes  are  based  on  state  apportionment  remaining  constant  until  1995 
and  the  property  tax  cap  staying  in  place  through  1995. 


O'Connell  spends  two  years 
as  Peace  Corps,  volunteer

Can  you  imagine  living  on  a beach  of 
white  sand,  blue  Caribbean  water  and  no 
time  clock  to  punch?  Those  arc  the  good 
points;  add  no  telephone,  inadequate  diet, 
little  knowledge  of  the  native  language  and 
extreme  poverty  and  the  picture  changes. 

Kevin  O'Connell,  French  and  Spanish 
instructor  at  Joliet  Junior  College,  served 
two  years  asa  Peace  Corps  volunteer.  From 
1983  until  1985  O'Connell  lived  on  the 
Caribbean  island  of  the  Dominican 
Republic. 

“I  love  the  people  of  the  Dominican." 
says  O'Connell.  ‘They  arc  so  loving  and 
giving." 

In  1983  O’Connell  was  attending  law 
school  in  Chicago.  “I  needed  a new 
direction."  he  says.  "I  didn’t  want  to  spend 
my  life  being  a lawyer." 

He  spent  the  next  summer  working 
construction  jobs  in  Texas.  "I  worked  with 
Mexicans  and  Latin  Americans."  he  says. 
“1  listened  to  them  speak  Spanish  all  day 
and  I wanted  to  understand  what  they  were 
saying.  That's  when  I thought  seriously 
about  the  Peace  Corps." 

When  a volunteer  submits  an  application 
to  join  the  Peace  Corps,  he  is  asked  where 
he  would  like  to  serve  his  two-year  stinL 
"When  I decided  to  join  the  Corps,  I 
requested  an  island  with  Spanish-speaking 
natives,"  O'Connell  explains. 

O'Connell  trained  for  three  months  in 


Santo  Domingo,  cramming  the  language 
into  memory  and  learning  the  protocol 
required  of  a volunteer  in  a host  country. 

"Political  activity  of  any  kind  is  not 
allowed,"  he  says. " Wc  were  put  in  our  host 
country  to  represent  the  U.S.  in  a public 
relations  role,  to  share  what  wc  knew  and 
what  wc  could  leach  the  native  people  to 
help  make  their  lives  belter." 

Abac  hclor'sdcgrccis  required  toqualify 
as  a Peace  Corps  volunteer,  or  "some  one 
with  lifc-expcricnce  to  share  is  always 
needed."  O'Connell  notes.  Farmers, 
teachers,  carpenters  and  plumbers  arc  all 
encouraged  to  apply  in  Peace  Corps' 
literature. 

A volunteer  agrees  to  serve  for  a two- 
year  service  run . with  an  agreement  that  the 
volunteer  can  resign  and  receive  passage 
home  for  any  reason  and  at  any  time  during 
the  two  years.  A complete  physical  assures 
the  health  of  the  volunteer. 

"I  had  a medical  exam  and  my  wisdom 
teeth  pulled."  says  O'Connell.  'The  Peace 
Corps  doesn’t  want  to  bring  a volunteer 
Ihousandsof  miles  to  the  for  emergency 

oral  surgery  " Vaccinations  protect  the 
volunteer  from  disease.  and  information  is 
available  naming  people  to  contact  and 
places  to  go  when  needs  dictate. 

“Once  a month  I squeezed  onto  the 
rambling  vehicle  they  used  asahus.  usually 
continued  on  page  4

Dec.  6, 1991-State  rules  that  the  Union 
failed  to  give  proper  notice  of  their  intent  to 
strike.  The  strike  ends,  but  right  away  they 
file  another  letter  of  intent  to  strike. 

Dec.  10,  1991-Student  Government 
Association  holds  an  Open  Forum,  where 
the  students  could  hear  both  the  teachers 
and  the  administrations  points  of  view. 

Dec.  16,  1991-The  first  day  of  what 
would  have  been  final  exams  becomes  the 
first  day  of  the  second  teachers'  strike. 

Dec.  17, 1991-Thestrikecontinucs,but 
the  two  sides  come  to  a tentative  agreement 
late  Tuesday  night  on  the  contract  in  order 
to  get  the  students  back  into  the  classroom 
to  complete  final  exams. 

Dec.  18, 1991 -Gasses  and  final  exams 
resume. 

January  9,1992  - Teachers  union  finds 
problems  with  the  language  in  the  contract, 
and  after  many  futile  attempts  at  correcting 
the  problems,  the  teachers  file  a letter  of 
intent  to  strike. 

Jan.  10,  1992-The  teachers  union 
notifies  the  state  to  disregard  the  intent  to 
strike  notice. 

February  19, 1992-By  a voteof  106-25, 
the  teachers  contracts  have  been  ratified. 

The  strike  effected  every  student  at  JJC, 
but  there  were  tremendous  amounts  of 
pressure  on  the  nursing  students  who  had 
only  four  more  days  of  classtime  in  which 
to  prepare  for  their  state  licensure  exams. 
Without  these  fourclass  periods,  the  nursing 
students  would  not  be  eligible  to  take  the 
exams.  Transfer  students  and  mid-year 
graduates  also  felt  a great  deal  of  stress  in 
the  completion  of  their  coursework. 

On  February  19. 1992,  the  faculty  union 
and  the  administraton  ratified  a contract 
that  will  last  for  three  years.  The  new  contract 
was  voted  upon  and  the  outcome  was  a vote 
of  106  to  25  for  the  new  contracts.

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Geldmeyer  adjusts  to 
farming  in  the  U.S. 

If  trade  between  the  United  States  and  Germany  blossoms  in  the  near  future,  give 
Thorsten  Geldmeyer  some  of  the  credit 

Geldmeyer,  a2 1-year-old  exchange  student,  left  several  of  his  classmates  at  Joliet  Junior 
College  scratching  their  heads  when  he  talked  about  farm  life  and  the  pricing  structure  in 
his  native  Germany. 

“The  biggest  surprise  was  the  price  of  hogs.  They  get  roughly  twice  what  we  sell  them 
for,”  said  Bill  Johnson,  a JJC  agriculture  instructor. 

Geldmeyer  has  been  living  in  Frankfort,  IL  and  attending  JJC  since  July . When  he  returns 
to  Germany  this  summer,  he'll  join  his  father  and  grandfather  in  working  the  family  hog 
farm  near  the  village  of  Haldem  in  northern  Germany. 

His  visit  is  part  of  a joint  effort  by  the  two  nations  and  the  Future  Farmers  of  America. 
He  is  among  a dozen  German  students  currently  living  with  American  host  families. 

Geldmeyer  said  his  American  hosts,  hog  farmers  Arthur  and  Jeanette  Mark  of  Frankfort, 
are  like  second  parents.  In  fact,  Jeanette  has  prepared  several  of  Geldmeyer’s  own  family 
recipes  for  him. 

"While  away  from  home,  it  is  wonderful  to  find  somebody  that  takes  care  of  you,” 
Geldmeyer  said.  He  returns  the  favor  by  helping  them  with  chores  when  he’s  not  in  class. 

The  Marks’  German  ancestry  was  part  of  the  reason  they  welcomed  Geldmeyer  as  their 
first  foreign  guest.  “We  can  find  out  so  much  about  Germany,”  Jeanette  Mark  said. 

Working  on  the  Mark  farm  and  attending  JJC  ag  classes  gives  Geldmeyer  an  opportunity 
to  compare  the  two  agricultural  systems.  He  said  German  farmers  work  smaller  parcels  of 
land;  his  father’s  100-acre  farm  would  be  considered  “a  middle-big  farm"  there. 

Most  German  farmers  would  be  amazed  to  look  into  the  average  American  farmer’s 
toolshed,  he  said.  German  farmers  don’t  have  a lot  of  big  equipment,  like  combines.  Instead, 
they  generally  hire  someone  with  modem  equipment  to  do  their  harvesting. 

As  a result,  German  farmers  frequently  work  together  and  enjoy  a strong  sense  of 
community. 

“We  have  big  dinners,  with  cards  and  talking.  We  work  together-and  celebrate  together. 
...Here  on  bigger  farms,  everyone  works  with  their  own  machines,"  Geldmeyer  said. 

The  Geldmeyer  farm  has  70  sows  and  sends  1500  hogs  to  market  each  year.  The 
Geldmeyers  grow  com  and  barley  for  feed  and  supplement  it  with  protein.  A computer  is 
used  to  monitor  the  mixture  of  com,  barley,  water  and  protein  in  the  feed. 

Prior  to  his  trip  to  the  United  States,  Geldmeyer  completed  the  equivalent  of  one  year 
of  post-high  school  agriculture  school  in  Germany.  He  will  return  to  school  this  fall. 

He  plans  to  tour  America,  visiting  the  Grand  Canyon  and  California  before  returning  to 
his  homeland. 

The  Marks  plan  to  correspond  with  Geldmeyer  once  he  returns  to  Germany  and  hope  to 
visit  his  farm  in  the  future. 
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JJC  students  take  up 
spinning  records

The  flow  is  like  a sweatshop,  the  speakers 
ar  crackling  with  static  and  the  thunderous 
bass  fills  the  air.  A hand  spins  a record  back 
and  forth,  then  lets  it  go. 

Satisfying  the  dancing  crowd  is  the  disc 
jockey’s  main  task.  Knowing  what  music 
to  play  and  when  to  play  it  must  be  the 
deejay’s  first  priority.  Not  knowing  this 
technique  may  result  in  a sit-down  by  the 
audience. 

Joliet  Junior  College  students  Rangel 
Ruiz  and  Lourdes  Gonzalez  know  this 
pressure  well.  They  are  two  of  the  few 
platter-spinning  jocks  in  Joliet,  each  one 
striving  forpopularity  in  the  small,  profitable 
market. 

Their  hobby  of  mixing  music  can  be 
traced  back  to  the  70’s  when  the  Hip  Hop 
culture  was  starting  in  the  Bronx.  In  order 
for  the  music  to  be  played  continuously, 
disc  jockeys  obtained  a second  turntable  to 
blend  in  another  song.  Now.  many  years 
later,  the  disc  jockey  still  uses  the  same 
technique. 

"I  first  got  interested  in  being  a disc 
jockey  in  1985  when  radio  station  WBMX 
broadcasted  dance  mixes.  I was  about  1 1 
years  old,”  says  Ruiz. 

Like  most  begging  deejays,  Ruiz  started 
off  with  cheap  equipment  to  practice  on 
mismatched  turntables,  weak  headphones 
and  about  20  records.  Along  with  his 
partners,  Ruiz  worked  pan-time  until  finally 
they  could  afford  better  equipment  “We 
spent  about  $800  for  new  equipment,’  says 


Ruiz. 

In  a hobby  that's  dominated  by  men, 
Lourdes  Gonzales  is  probably  the  only 
female  in  Joliet  to  play  the  role  of  the  disc 
jockey.  Her  fust  involvement  in  the  hobby 
came  easier  than  Ruiz's. 

"It  was  kind  of  easy  because  my  brother 
has  the  equipment  I would  buy  records, 
and  I liked  the  way  the  guys  mixed  the 
music,"  says  Gonzales. 

Gonzales  now  considers  herself  retired 
from  the  hobby.  She  states  that  it  takes  time 
to  practice  and  it  clashes  with  her  studies. 
Problems  concerning  money  for  records, 
transportation  to  parties,  and  the  dominance 
of  males,  which  made  her  feel 
uncomfortable,  all  resulted  in  her  quitting. 

Ruiz  describes  the  better  side  of  being  a 
street  disc  jockey. 

“I  get  to  go  to  a lot  of  parties,  clubs,  and 
meet  other  deejays."  And  the  bad  side? 
“Carrying  all  the  equipment,  trouble  at 
parties,  and  cancellations,"  says  Ruiz. 

Though  Gonzales  has  left  the  deejay 
scene,  she  feels  the  urge  to  spin  and 
encourage  other  females  to  do  it. 

"I  don't  understand  why  it’s  dominated 
by  men;  it  involves  your  hands,  mind  and 
cats.  It's  not  anything  physical,"  she  says. 

Ruiz  sees  a future  in  his  interest, 
involving  fame,  wealth  and  happiness. 

"I  want  to  start  producing  music,  make 
a couple  of  records,  own  a studio,  and 
maybe  a few  record  shops,'  says  Ruiz. 

A goal  like  his  keeps  the  deejay  confident . 
motivated  and  happy  in  what  he  or  she 
docs,  which  is  spin  records.

Out  of  the  booming  Seattle  music  scene  comes  a band  that  has  recently  released  the 
album  of  the  year.  Nirvana's  first  major  label  offering, Nevermind,  is  a stunning  collection 
of  guitar-driven  garage  rock  that  will  completely  blow  you  away. 

By  now  you've  surely  heard  the  album's  single,  "Smells  Like  Teen  Spirit"  at  a 
party  or  seen  the  video  on  MTV.  If  you  have  and  don't  like  it,  stop  reading  now  and  check 
your  pulse.  For  the  rest  of  you  who  still  believe  in  the  power  of  real,  aggressive,  in-your- 
face  rock  'n'  roll,  drop  everything  and  go  gel  this  album  right  now.  I guarantee  absolute 
satisfaction. 

It  does  not  gel  any  better  than  this.  Singer-guitarist  Kurt  Cobain  has  come  out  of 
nowhere  to  become  one  of  rock's  top-notch  songwriters. 

The  twelve  songs  here  touch  on  subjects  like  relationships,  love,  and  alicnanon  m 
such  a detached  way  that  it  suggests  the  guy  may  have  spent  too  much  time  in  the  basement 
jamming  with  his  friends.  Thai’s  fine  though,  because  the  huge  sound  this  trio  puts  forth  is 
downright  stereo  threatening. 

Bassist  Chris  Novoselic  and  drummer  David  Grohl  pound  away  with  a bedrock 
ci^ire-;  while  Cobain’s  high-flying  guitar  work  verges  on  delightful  chaos.  Besides  the 
nerve-jolting  single,  tracks  like  “Breed,"  “Lithium."  and  the  thrilling  rocker  “Stay  Away" 
represent  some  of  the  best  power-pop  grunge  you  will  ever  hear.  The  second-to-last  song. 
“On  A Plain",  is  so  cool  that  the  first  time  1 heard  it,  I had  to  listen  to  it  like  20  more  times 
right  away. 

This  raw-yet-melodic  sound  is  dangerously  addicting  from  the  moment  the  first 
chords  of  “Smells  Like  Teen  Spirit"  come  exploding  out  of  your  speakers.

What  has  been  the  Wolves’  formula  for 
succcssduring  1991-92?  Afterall,  the  team 
lost  the  services  of  sophomore  forward 
Darrell  Hudson,  the  nation's  third-leading 
scorer  (26.8  average)  when  he  failed  to 
return  to  Joliet  from  his  home  state  of 
Mississippi  after  the  Christmas  break.

and  continues  to  get  better.  Center  Keith 
Kinzler  does  everything  right  and  rarely 
makes  a mistake.  And  Hillel  Watkins  is  the 
ideal  No.  4 player.  Hillel  will  be  a fine 
player  for  Eastern  New  Mexico." 

Klingler  also  cited  the  play  of  his  only 
reserves,  freshman  Bob  Pinciak  and  Chris 
Edmonds. 

‘ ‘Bob  and  Chris  know  their  roles.  That  is 
important  as  both  players  have  contributed 
in  big  ways,"  Klingler  said.  “In  fact, 
everyone  knows  what  their  role  is  and  that 
has  played  into  our  success.” 

After  beating  Waubonsee,  DuPage  and 
Kishwaukee,  all  seeded  ahead  of  JJC  in  the 
state  tournament,  you  would  think  that 
maybe  the  Wolves’  magic  tricks  could  be 
expired. 

But  Klingler  doesn 't  want  his  24-9  team 
to  rest  on  its  laurels.  The  Wolves  will  know 
their  first-round  opponent  early  this  week. 

“Enjoy  what  happened  tonight,”  Klingler 
said,  moments  after  the  Wolves  beat 
Kishwaukee.  "But  Monday,  it  is  back  to 
work.  I don't  want  us  to  be  satisfied  with 
this,  there  is  more  work  to  be  done." 

Tucker  and  Hasenjaeger  were  both 
Region  IV  AIl-Toumament  selections . 


Magnificent  Seven'  turn  dream  into  reality 


Joliet  JuniorCollegcCoachPat  Klinglcr 
turned  more  than  a few  heads  when  he 
proclaimed  before  the  basketball  season 
that  his  Wolves  could  advance  to  the 
National  Junior  College  Athletic 
Association  Division  II  (non-scholarship 
schools)  finals. 

Klingler  raised  even  more  eyebrows 
when  he  stated  that  his  basketball  team 
could  still  make  it  to  the  NJCAA  Division 
11  finals  without  forward  Darrell  Hudson, 
the  nation's  third-leading  scorer  (26.8 
average).  Hudson  didn't  return  from  his 
home  state  of  Mississippi  after  the  Christmas 
break. 

Now  hear  this:  Joliet  J unior  College  87 , 
Kishwaukee  85. 

The  scoreboard  doesn't  even  begin  to 
tell  one  chapter  of  what  has  to  be  one  of  the 
most  amazing  stories  to  hit  the  area  sports 
scene  in  recent  years. 

When  Albert  Dixon’s  jump  short  from 
behind  the  free-throw  line  rolled  around  the 
rim  once,  and  finally  dropped  through,  it 
gave  the  Wolves  an  87-85  lead  with  two 
second  remaining  over  Kishwaukee,  which 
was  ranked  second  nationally  among 
Division  D junior  Colleges. 

And  when  Juan  Martin's  half-court 
heave  as  time  expired  went  astray,  Klmgler's 
Magnificent  Seven  had  won  the  Region  IV 
Division  D stale  championship  against  the 
topseeded  Kougars,  who  finish  31-3. 

The  24-9  Wolves  ad vance  to  the  NJ  CAA 
Division  n Finals  Delta  (Mich.)  College 
near  Detroit.  Action  starts  Thursday . March 
19. 

"Any  team  that  sits  back  and  allows  us 
45  seconds  to  work  the  ball  around,  well,  it 
is  playing  right  into  our  hands,"  said 


Klingler.  "We  have  an  All- 
America  point  guard  in 
Randy  Tucker  and  A1  Dixon 
can  hit  that  jump  shot.  A1 
continually  did  that  in  the 
first  half." 

A 6-foot-3  freshman 
from  Chicago's  Austin 
High  School,  Dixon,  who 
finished  with  14  points  and 
11  rebounds,  scored  the 
Wolves'  first  three  baskets, 
all  coming  from  the 
perimeter. 

In  a game  which  saw  14 
second-half  lead  changes. 

Tucker,  who  scored  21  of 
his  37  points  in  the  second 
half,  canned  a 3-point  shot 
to  put  JOliet  ahead  83-82. 

After  falling  behind  84-83, 

JJC  took  an  85-84  lead  on 
Tucker 's  driving  layup  with 
1:34  remaining. 

One  of  two  Kishwaukee 
free  throws  with  :48 
remaining  oed  the  score  85-85.  Klingler's 
team  worked  the  ball  around.  Taking  a 
perfect  pass  from  Bob  Pinciak.  Dixon  let 
the  game-winner  fly  with  :04  left  as  it 
finally  dropped  through  with  :02  left 

Dixon's  best  friend  was  murdered  in 
Chicago  just  last  week. 

"I  have  been  thinking  about  my  late 
friend  a lot  lately.  This  means  a lot  to  me 
because  of  the  circumstances."  said  Dixon. 
"Our  seven  players,  and  Coaches  Klingler 
and  Eric  Gilbert,  are  all  tremendously  close. " 

The  Wolves  trailed  by  seven  points  twice 


during  the  first  half,  but  the 
overall  brilliance  of  Tucker, 
who  made  13  of  23  shots  and 
11  assists,  helped 
(35-34)  at 

halftime.  In  the  second  half, 
JJC  made  20  of  32  shots,  62.5 
percent,  as  6-7  sophomore 
Hillel  Watkins  made  six  of 
seven  shots  and  finished  with 
16  of  his  18  points. 

The  boardwork  of  Watkins 
( 1 3 rebounds),  freshman  center 
Keith  Kinzler  ( 1 2 rebounds,  1 2 
points)  and  Dixon  enabled 
Joliet  to  negate  the  inside  work 
of  Kishwaukee 's  6-6,  220- 
pound  Troy  Hubbard,  who  had 
26  points  and  11  rebounds. 
Watkins  picked  up  his  fourth 
foul  with  9: 19  left  Tucker  was 
whistled  for  his  fourth 
infraction  at  the  7:36  mark. 

Scott  Hasenjaeger,  JJC’s 
second- leading  scorer  at  20 J, 
fouled  out  with  1:44  remaining. 

After  beating  Lake  County  1 15-59  to 
open  its  state-toumament  bid,  Joliet  won  at 
Waubonsee  92-78  and  at  DuPage  91-78. 
Waubonsee  was  seeded  third,  ahead  of  the 
sixth-seeded  Wolves.  DuPage,  which  beat 
Joliet  105-7 1 earlier,  was  nationally  ranked 
and  seeded  second  in  the  state  tournament 

“We  have  seven  players  who  overcame 
a lot  of  adversity.  These  seven  individuals 
have  big  hearts,"  said  Klingler. 

“I  will  never  forget  tonighL  It  is  the 
greatest  feeling  I have  ever  experienced  in 
sports." 

Martin  finished  with  37  for  the  Kougars.

standing  on  the  outside  holding  onto  a 
railing,  and  went  to  Santo  Domingo  for  a 
movie  and  to  visit  the  library  set  up  there  for 
the  volunteers,”  he  says. 

The  Dominican  Republic  is  an  island 
between  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  separated  in 
an  approximate  1/3  to  2/3  ratio  with  Haiti 
occupying  the  west  end.  Life  was  not  easy 
for  O’Connell  on  the  island.  "The  first  year 
I lost  40  lbs  and  never  went  too  far  from  a 
latrine,"  he  says.  “I  was  living  on  the  diet  of 
the  locals,  very  little  protein." 

He  was  living  in  a small;  village  inland 
from  the  beach.  A monthly  allowance  of  a 
hundred  dollars  enabled  him  to  rent  a small 
hut  and  buy  necessities.  O’Connell  was  the 
only  white,  English-speaking  person  within 
miles.  The  Peace  Corps  simply  "brings  you 
to  the  host  country;  it  is  up  to  the  volunteer 
to  put  his  skills  to  good  use,"  he  says. 

"The  first  year  I spent  a lot  of  time  sitting 
with  the  old  men  trying  to  learn  the 
language,"  O’Connell  remembers.  "I 
became  so  frustrated  at  not  being  able  to 
communicate  with  the  local  people  that  I 
shut  myself  up  in  my  hut  and  did  nothing 
but  memorize  verbs.” 

The  second  year  O'Connell  moved  to  a 
hut  on  the  beach,  commuting  to  the  village 
every  day  to  continue  his  work.  "I  helped 
the  women  organize  a group  called  the  La 
Amas  de  Casa,  the  souls  of  the  house,  or 
housewives,"  he  says. 

O’Connell  taught  classes  on  nutrition 
and  encouraged  the  women  of  the  village  to 
breast  feed  their  infants.  "The  women  were 
buying  baby  formula  brought  in  from  the 
U.S.  The  instructions  were  in  Spanish,  but 
many  of  the  women  were  illiterate  and 
would  end  up  diluting  the  formula 
incorrectly,  and  with  contaminated  water.” 

The  native  people  of  the  Dominican 
Republic  are  very  superstitious.  O’Connell 
explains.  “A  young  boy  went  to  the  beach 
one  afternoon  and  ate  a mango  off  a tree. 
The  next  day  he  showed  sign*  of 
tuberculosis.  The  people  of  the  village 
decided  the  fresh  mango  made  the  boy  sick, 
so  they  won't  eat  a free  source  of  fresh  fruit 
anymore." 

"I  left  the  Dominican  Republic  with 
more  than  I gave,"  says  O’Connell.  “I 
discovered  my  love  for  teaching  there.” 

Young  people  from  neighboring 
villages.  80  at  a time,  started  gathering  in 
his  small  hut  at  mghL  "They  all  wanted  to 
go  to  Nuevo  York,"  he  laughs.  “At  fust  I 
didn’t  want  to  teach  them  to  speak  English, 
I didn't  want  to  be  responsible  for  them 
going  to  New  York." 

"I  Learned  to  be  more  flexible  in  my 
thinking  after  living  in  a third-world 
environmenL”explainsO’Connell.Healso 
feels  more  aware  of  the  effect  political 
decisions  from  the  major  powers  have  on 
the  smaller  countries. 

There  is  one  more  thing  O'Connell  took 
from  the  Dominican  Republic.  Students  in 
his  classes  have  already  seen  him  display 
this  talent.  All  you  have  to  do  is  play 
meringue  music  and  his  feet  automatically 
move,  with  rear  action  to  match.

All  conversations  are  strictly  confidential 
and  are  geared  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
helping  the  students.  She  is  prepared  to  give 
the  students  brief  council  to  uncover  the 
severity  of  their  individual  alcohol  prob- 
lem. Once  the  student's  needs  are  clear. 


Dale  will  make  a referral  depending  on  the 
individual  students'  personal  health  plan 
and  financial  position.  No  one  goes  away 
without  obtaining  help,  unless  they  choose 
to  of  their  own  accord. 

For  students  who  do  not  want  a face  to 
face  meeting,  but  still  feel  the  need  to 
obtain  a better  understanding  of  an  alcohol 
problem  or  any  drug  dependency,  they 
have  the  option  of  scanning  the  brochure 
rack outsideof  the  Health  Services  Depart- 
ment, Room  G 101 7,  or  there  is  another 
rack  located  across  from  the  vending  ma- 
chines in  the  cafeteria.  These  racks  are  full 
of  insightful  information  regarding  any 


drug  dependency  or  health  related  problem. 
The  good  news  is  that  it’s  a small  project  to 
keep  the  racks  full  of  pertinent  literature. 

The  really  sad  part  of  this  story  is  that 
Dale  lsgomg  to  retire  on  May  10,1992,  at  10 
a.m.The college  will  havcquiteachallcngc 
when  they  go  to  fill  her  shoes.  When  asked 
if  there  was  one  thing  that  she  could  change 
at  JJC,  Dale  replied,  "Only  to  have  spent 
more  time  involved  in  general  health  edu- 
cation for  the  students.”

Prior  to  returning  to 
JJC,  Skorupa  worked  as  a construction  worker  for  his  uncle.  When  asked  why  he  made  the 
change,  he  explained,  “A  person  reaches  a pciod  in  their  life  when  they  want  to  approach 
new  avenus  and  challenges.  This  has  become  a new  challenge  and  I love  it!” 

The  interview  then  proceeded  with  a series  of  additional  questions  from  the  Blazer : 

Blazer:  Who  is  your  favorite  politician? 

R.S.:  “I  don’t  have  one  favorite  politician  butone  of  my  more  favorite  politicians  would 
be  the  former  senator  from  Wisconsin,  Senator  Proxmicr.  The  reason  is  that  he  had  the 
courage,  and  was  forthright  to  discuss  possible  wasted  expenditures  concerning  the  federal 
government.” 

Blazer:  What  is  your  single  greatest  worry  regarding  the  United  States? 

R.S.:  “Well,  I think  the  greatest  single  wony  for  me  is  the  apparent  increasing 
dissatisfaction  and  disaffection  on  the  pan  of  the  American  people  for  the  whole  democratic 
process,  the  election  process  in  particular." 

Blazer:  What,  if  anything,  would  you  change  in  the  political  process? 

R.S.:  ‘To  encourage  people  of  all  persuasions  not  only  to  get  out  to  vote,  but  to  become 
more  informed  and  more  active  in  the  democratic  process." 

Blazer:  What  is  your  single  greatest  worry  regarding  the  JJC  campus? 

R.S.:  “I  have  two  worries.  One,  the  level  of  student  involvement  on  campus  is  not 
optimal.  We  need  much  more  student  involvement  and  awareness.  The  other  worry  is  the 
fact  that  we  all  need  better  levels  of  communication  on  campus.  We  need  to  listen  so  we  can 
all  pull  together  and  work  for  the  common  good." 

Blazer:  What  is  your  greatest  personal  accomplishment  to  date? 

R.S.:  ‘Two  of  my  greatest  personal  achievements  have  been  being  elected  Student 
Trustee  and  maintaining  a G.P.A.  of  4.0  since  retming  to  college.” 

Blazer:  Educationally,  what  is  your  short  term  goal? 

R.S.:  ‘To  graduate  from  JJC  with  an  A.  A.  degree  and  then  go  on  to  attend  University  of 
Illinois,  getting  involved  in  a pre-law  tract.” 

Blazer:  And  your  long  term  educational  goal? 

R.S.:  ‘To  obtain  my  Bachelor’s  Degree  from  U.  of  I.  From  there,  perhaps  enter  into 
government  or  public  service  for  several  years  and  then, God- willing,  go  on  to  law-school." 

Blazer:  What  is  one  thing  you  would  tell  a potential  returning  student? 

R.S.:  “You  are  not  alone,  and  that  there  are  many  other  reluming  adult  students  at  JJC. 
Take  advantage  of  a counselor  and  show  up  for  all  your  classes.  JJC  makes  it  very 
convenient  with  the  various  satellite  campus  I oc lions  ans  the  colleges  flexible  class  hours 
from  8 am.  to  10  p.m.”

The  JJC  Planetarium;  More  Than  Stars

The  Herbert  Trackman  Plan- 
etarium is  a place  for  entertainment,  dis- 
covery and  education;  and  students  should 
lake  advantage  of  all  it  has  to  offer. 

The  idea  of  a planetarium  for 
Joliet  Junior  College  (JJC)  was  fostered 
sometime  before  ground  breaking.  Mr. 
Douglas  Graham  was  appointed  director 
of  the  planetarium , and  in  1 973,  our  plan- 
etarium and  the  college  had  its  grand 
opening.  At  that  time,  the  planetarium 
was  simply  named  the  JJC  Planetarium 
and  held  this  title  until  1988. 

Enter  Herbert  Trackman.  Mr. 
Trackman  is  an  alumnus  and  graduated  in 
1931.  Sometime  after  his  graduation, 
Mr.  Trackman  moved  west  to  Los  Ange- 
les, California  where  he  was  met  by  suc- 
cess in  the  broadcasting  industry.  While 


involved  in  his  prosperity  on  the  west 
coast,  Mr.  Trackman  never  lost  sight  of 
his  means  for  success.  He  attributed  his 
good  fortune  to  his  experience  at  JJC  and 
the  degree  which  he  earned  there. 

Mr.  Trackman  wanted  to  ex- 
press his  gratitude  to  JJC.  So,  sometime 
in  the  mid-1980’s  he  donated  some 
money  to  the  college.  Mr.  Trackman 
also  wanted  recognition  for  hisdeed,  and 
so,  stipulated  that  whatever  was  done 
with  the  money  be  done  in  his  name.  The 
college  board,  being  ever  so  grateful, 
was  by  no  means  reluctant  to  comply. 
Thus,  the  HcrbcrtTrackm an  Planetarium 
became  a reality.

Trackman’s  donation  monies,  the  plan- 
etarium was  remodeled  with  "State  of 
the  An”  technology.

he  also  puts  together.  Indeed,  Mr. 
Eichelberger  is  a rather  resourceful  indi- 
vidual who  modestly  attributes  his  own 
success  and  creativity  in  part  to  the 
planetarium's  automated  system.  The 
system  is  actually  three  systems  work- 
ing together  as  one.  The  “SpitzSystem 
5 12  planetarium  projector  has  been  aug- 
mented by  a computer-controlled,  multi- 
media  automation  system  which  also 
controls  a video  projection  system".  * 
This  unified  system  allows  Mr. 
Eichelberger  the  freedom  for  creativity 
in  his  programing  and  lectures. 

The  planetarium’s  system  and 
hardware  bring  to  life  the  mysteries  of 
the  cosmos.  Itdoesn't  lake  much  imagi- 
nation for  the  domed  screen  within  to 
become  a starry  night.  The  screen  uti- 


lizes and  encompasses  the  entire  room 
overhead.  The  realism  of  the  display  is 
something  to  be  seen.  A lot  better  than 
the  old  projector  type  movies  we  en- 
countered some  years  ago  in  countless 
science  classes  concerning  an  array  of 
subjects.  The  only  subject  found  here  is 
astronomy.  The  programs  are  well  put 
together  and  the  narration  is  very  well 
done. 

The  program  format  varies  from 
academic  to  public  lectures.  Both  for- 
mats are  structured  to  allow  first  for 
viewing  of  the  programs  and  then  inter- 
active questions  with  Mr.  Eichelberger. 
An  age  factor  for  participation  is  irrel- 
evant Mr.  Eichelberger  stresses  that 
"even  adults  can  benefit  from  fundamen- 
tals." However,  some  programs  may  be 
‘ Tailored  for  the  grade  level  of  the  student 
attending  the  program".  * He  also  said 
that  "the  bulk  of  attendance  is  public  and 
I would  like  to  see  more  student  partici- 
pation."

Few  things  in  life  are  free;  when 
they  are,  we  should  all  take  advantage  of 
them.  Joliet  JuniorCollege  provides  free 
health  services  in  room  G1017(next  to 
fitness  center),  8 a.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 
Monday  through  Friday,  Fall  and  Spring 
semesters.  Treatment,  advice,  and  infor- 
mation is  given  by  a Registered  Nurse, 
myself,  Alice  Hunter,  RN,  BSN. 


I am  new  to  JJC,  like  many  of 
the  students.  However,  I have  an  exten- 
sive background  in  nutsing,  including 
the  Emergency  room  and  Intensive  Care. 
1 expect  my  experience  in  various  areas 
of  nursing  to  be  a great  asset  to  the  JJC 
community.  There  are  many  services  I 
would  like  everyone  to  be  aware  of,  and 
use  often. 

If  you  have  a minor  illness  or  a 
majorcmcrgency.Icanhelp.  TheHealth 
Service  area  is  stocked  with  medications 
to  treat  coughs,  colds,  aches,  and  pains. 
An  area  to  rest  is  available  until  you  feel 
better.  There  are  supplies  to  deal  with 
injuries  of  most  types.  Equipment  is 
available  to  check  the  Temperature, 
Blood  Pressure,  ears  and  throat.  In  a 
major  emergency,  first  aid  is  given  until 
the  paramedics  arrive. 

Miscellaneousotherservices  are 
also  available  in  this  area.  Applications 
fbrpennanentHandi capped  license  pi  ales 
areissued,  as  are  temporary  Handicapped 
parking  cards(for  injuries  such  as  broken 
legs).  Temporary  use  of  crotches  and 
wheelchairs  is  also  available  through 
Health  Services.  Advice  and  counseling 
on  a variety  of  topics  is  encouraged, 


including  preghancy,  sexually  transmit- 
ted diseases,  high  blood  pressure  and  m any 
otherproblems.  Grouporprivate  sessions 
on  health  topics  can  be  given  at  any  time. 
If  there  are  concerns  about  your  own 
illness,  or  just  someone  you  know,  we  can 
talk  about  that  Hopefully,  I have  infor- 
mation to  help. 

If  a student  will  be  absent  from 
class,  for  more  than  3 days,  their  instruc- 
tors can  be  notified  of  the  problem,  and 
length  of  absence.  Insurance  plans,  and 
help  with  claims  is  available.  As  health 
services  supervisor,  there  are  also  admin- 
istrative duties  I am  responsible  for 
completing,  butmyfirstpriorityistohelp 
people  feel  well  enough  to  go  to  class  and 
/or  their  respective  jobs.

Next  time  you  have  a few 
minutes,  go  exploring  and  locale  Health 
Services.  Then  when  you  need  help,  you 
know  where  to  go.

This  report  will  be  the  first  in 
a series  of  reports  designed  to  inform 
you,  the  student  reader,  of  pertinent 
issues  that  have  an  impact  on  student 
interests.  As  your  student  representa- 
tive on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  1 am 
obliged  to  be  your  liaison  with  the 
Board.  This  implies  that  I must  bring 
your  concerns  before  the  Board,  but 
also,  that  I inform  you  of  matters  be- 
fore the  Board  that  affect  your  interests. 
To  maintain  a liaison  with  you,  the 
student,  by  informing  you  of  not  only 
Board  matters,  but  also  any  other  mat- 
ters that  affect  your  interests,  is  the 
purpose  of  this  report 

As  a two  year  community  col- 
lege, we  have  a rapid  turnover  of 
students.  As  a result,  the  college  has  to 
deal  with  a large  number  of  students 
absolutely  unfamiliar  with  the  basic 
layout  of  the  college,  much  less  the 
college’s  policies  and  regulations.  The 
purpose  of  college  orientation  is  to 
inform  new  students  of  these  matters. 

Orientation  was  divided  into 
two  sessions,  day-time  and  evening, 
occurring  during  the  week  before  day 
classes  started.  Presentations  were 
given  by  the  Directors  of  Management 
Enrollment  and  Student  Services  and 
Activities  respectively  informing  new 
students  of  college  policies  and  roles. 

Members  of  the  executive 
board  of  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation were  also  at  orientation 
answering  incoming  students  ques- 
tions.

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Food  Is  What  You  Eat

This  column  will  be  about  the  plea- 
sures and  benefits  of  food,  all  kinds  of 
food. 

We  eat  food  forphysical  nourishment, 
satisfaction  and  a health  body.  Some 
foods  we  eat  are  simple,  some  com- 
plex. Hopefully  most  of  what  we  eat  is 
nutritions. 


is  available  forcall-in  menu  of  the  day. 
Fresh  bread,  rolls  and  baked  goods  arc 
readily  available. 

The  foods  on  the  menu  are  prepared  in 
a wide  variety  of  basic  cooking  meth- 
ods: baked,  roasted,  fried,  sauteed,  deep 
fried,  grilled  and  broiled,  as  well  as 
steamed,  boiled,  poached,  braised  and 
par-boiled. 

Two  favorites  on  the  menu  arc  Boston 
Schrod  and  Southern  Fried  chicken. 
The  recipe  for  Schrod  is  as  follows; 

Boston  Schrod 
1-5  oz.  portion  of  cod 
lemon  juice 
com  oil 

bread  crumbs/lemon  margarine 
baking  sheet 
450  degree  oven 

Coat  fish  with  a mixture  ( temporary 
emulsion)  of  5:1  ratio  lemon  juice  and 
oil.  Cover  with  bread  crumbs,  place  on 
lightly  oiled  baking  sheet,  drizzle  with 
lemon  margarine  (melt  margarine,  add 
lemon  juice  4:1  ration),  bake  20  min- 
utes or  until  done. 


Southern  Fried  Chicken 

8 pieces  of  chicken  (3  lb.  fryer  cut-up) 

3/4  cup  all  purpose  flour 

1 tsp.  salt 

1/2  tsp.  paprika 

1/2  tsp.  poultry  seasoning 

1/4  tsp.  black  pepper 

Wash  chicken.  Mix  flour  and  season- 
ings in  a paper  or  plastic  bag.  Put 
chicken  in  bag  and  coat  with  Hour 
mixture.  Brown  pieces  in  com  oil  in 
frying  pan. 

Place  skin  side  down  in  1 3 x 9 pan  and 
bake  in  425  degree  oven  for  45  min- 
utes. 

The  taste  of  food,  the  texture  and  the 
temperature  of  the  food,  its  appearance 
and  wholcsomcncss  arc  all  consider- 
ations for  what  we  prepare  and  what  Is 
eaten  in  the  college  cafeteria.

The  culinary  arts  instructors  and  students  prepare  all  of  the  food  served  on  campus. 
This  is  accomplished  with  the  vital  assistance  of  the  food  service  staff.  This  type 
of  organization  provides  students  and  instructors  with  the  means  to  operate  in  a 
real  business  environment.  The  dining  facilities  for  the  college  include  the 
cafeteria,  the  dining  room  and  smaller  banquet  rooms. 

The  menu  in  the  cafeteria  and  dining  room  consists  of  a great  variety  of  entrees, 
starches , vegetables  and  desserts.

I sial.  Through  my  experience,  I have 
| seen  many  families  encounter  painful 

J results  when  discussing  higher  educa- 
tion. 

g For  example,  parents  usually 

diligently  encourage  theirsonordaugh- 
ter  to  attend  college.  The  young  adults 
are  sometimes  in  too  big  of  a hurry  to 
jump  into  the  main  stream  of  life  after 
high  school  and  reluctant  to  comply 
with  their  parent's  wishes.  This  can 
result  in  countless  hours  spent  debat- 
ing; and  most  times,  the  substance  of 
the  conversations  usually  point  initially 
and  ultimately  to  experience  verses  in- 
experience and  a passionate  desire  to 
prove  one’s  self.  Countless  examples 
from  both  sides  abound  and  can  leave 
all  parties  frustrated,  confused,  and  in 
ultimate  indecision. 

Most  times,  the  decision  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  prospective  student.  I 
believe  it  safe  to  say  there  are  five 
possible  scenarios:  First  to  begin  col- 
lege immediately  and  complete  it.  Also 
to  begin  college,  but  not  complete,  then 
return.  One  could  also  postpone  for

The  student's  ornon-student’s 
action  should  contain  an  optimistic  and 
positive  attitude.  I’m  sure  we’ve  all 
heard  from  more  than  one  science 
teacher  that  for  every  action  there  is  a 
reaction.  The  law  of  cause  and  effect 
Being  human  and  subject  to  error  and 
many  otherhumani Stic  dilemmas  which 
can  lead  to  despondency , the  individual, 
after  having  gone  through  such  a stress- 
ful dilemma  already,  can  become 


somewhat  reluctant  and  worrisome 
about  their  chosen  course  of  action. 

I’m  here  to  tell  you  that,  yes, 
this  is  normal  and  very  human  but, 
serves  no  other  purpose  but  to  get  in  the 
way.  Once  a course  of  action  has  been 
chosen  I believe,  if  you’ll  pardon  the 
expression,  we  should  give  it  the  old 
college  try.  Believe  in  yourself  and 
your  peers.  The  course  is  totally  rel- 
evant to  your  chosen  category  and  to 
one  of  the  five  scenarios.  So  we've 
already  plotted  the  course  to  cut  as 
straight  a path  as  possible  toward  our 
goal.  Let’s  not  confuse  ourselves  with 
thoughts  of  the  future.  We  chose  this 
path  today.  We  should  live  in  today, 
each  day  and  every  day. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  our  path 
is  etched  in  stone  or  that  we  should 
neverlookback.  One  of  the  true  joys  of 
being  an  intellectual  adult  is  having  the 
ability  and  the  freedom  to  admit  we’ve 
made  a mistake  and  then  correct  it. 
They  put  erasers  on  pencils  because 
people  make  mistakes.  If  we  need  to 
back-step  then  we  can  do  so  gracefully 
and  with  pride. 

Consider  the  college  environ- 
ment. It  is  here  that  mistakes  are 
common,  even  encouraged.  Most  mis- 
takes are  safe.  College  is  a buffer 
between  young  adulthood  and  the  real

Game"  (Viking  Penguin,  $22.50),  Mr. 
King  attempts  to  take  his  loyal  fans  to 
unexplored  territory,  that  of  the  human 
female  psyche. 

The  story  opens  with  Jessie,  our 
protagonist,  hearing  the  click  of  the  sec- 
ond handcuff  being  snapped  onto  her 
wrist , effectively  locking  her  to  the  bed. 
This  is  the  game  that  Gerald  plays,  and 
you  can  bet  that  it  isn’t  listed  in  Hoyles. 
This  is  how  Gerald  makes  sex  interest- 
ing, and  for  him  it  works  just  fine.  Jessie, 
on  the  other  hand,  is  tired  of  being  de- 
meaned in  this  manner  and  decides  to 


Jessie,  the  voices  arguing  in  her  head, 
Gerald,  and  Prince,  the  little  stray  doggy 
who  came  to  dinner. 

"Gerald’s  Game"  is  not  your 
typical  King  book.  Those  looking  for 
supernatural  horror  should  look  else- 
where. “Gerald’s  Game"  is  more  a ten- 
sion builder,  than  a slash  and  tear,  and 
you  will  be  able  to  tell  it  will  be  a long 
slow  climb.  The  reader  will  find  the  trip 
worth  it,  however.  Along  the  way  the 
reader  discovers  exactly  what  makes 
Jessie  Burlingame  what  she  is  today  . 
Eaves  drop  on  her  flashback  of  an  inci- 
dent of  sexual  molestation  as  a child,  and 
the  sessions  she  spent  with  a counselor 
until  the  prying  went  too  deep.  You  will 
see  this  through  the  dreams  and  halluci- 
nations of  a woman  who  refuses  to 
break.

Shriekback,  alternative  band  of  psychotics  everywhere,  has  now  returned 
with  their  seuenth  (been  kind  of  busy?)  album,  entitled  “Sacred  Gty".  The 
basic  concept  behind  this  album  is  that  every  track  is  about  a separate  aspect  of  the 
sacred  city,  be  it  murder  (Exquisite  Corpse)  or  the  rhythms  of  the  night  while  the 
City  sleeps  (3a.m.). 

The  album  opens  with  the  hypnotic  cut  Signs,  a tunc  with  a pulsating  bass 
beat,  and  doesn't  let  up  from  that  point  on.  This  record  also  contains  one  of  the  most 
thought  provoking  environmental  tracks  that  1 have  ever  heard,  Beatles  Zebra 
Crossing?,  which  questions  the  basic  Instinct  of  man  to  wantonly  destroy  anything 
he  secs  as  different,  without  thinking  about  the  effects  of  his  actions. 

Shriekback  calls  this  a "concept  album",  meaning  that  there  arc  only  three 
chords  on  the  entire  thing.  Shriek’  manages  to  pull  this  daring  idea  off  beautifully, 
without  leaving  even  one  bad  song  on  the  tape.  Not  only  that,  but  there’s  also  a 
single.  "The  Bastard  Sons  of  Enoch",  cleaned  up  for  radio  and  refilled  Enochlan 
Operation. 

For  those  of  you  whom,  after  finishing  the  tape,  arc  still  hungry  for  more, 
you  needn’t  wait.  Bany  Andrews,  lead  singer  for  Shriekback,  has  made  a movie 
that  will  take  you  even  further  into  the  slumsand  alley  waysof  the  Sacred  City.  You 
will  probably  find  that  its  a remarkable  place,  too.  And  further  still,  Shriekback  Is 
going  to  tour  so  that  everybody  can  share  what  they  refer  to  as  their  "almost  toxic 
brilliance”. 

Sacred  City  is  a remarkable  album  from  a band  with  incredible  longevity. 
If  you  want  to  hear  some  incredible  alternative  music,  Sacred  City  is  definitely  the 
proper  way  to  get  it.

On  the  negative  side,  I have 
only  two  minor  complaints.  Although 
“Geralds  Game”  is  a psychological 
thriller,  Mr.  King  could  have  paced  the 
book  slightly  faster,  especially  the  in- 
credibly tedious  first  fifty  pages,  which 
made  the  novel  seem  longer  than  its  332 
pages.  Another  complaint  is  that  King 
devotes  a total  of  five  pages  to  the  de- 
scription of  Jessie  slitting  her  wrists  in  an 
escape  attempt,  about  two  pages  of 
which  I found  totally  unnecessary.  Aside 
from  this,  I strongly  recommend  this 
book  to  any  King  fan  in  the  mood  for 
something  new.
